WASHINGION. — U5. officials indicated privately yesterday

Doubts if he has anything new

she doubted very much whether As- 
sistant Secretary of State Joseph 
Sisco hed any new proposals to 
submit to Israel, when he comes 
here — as he certainly would -- 
in five or 10 or 15 days’ time. 

One informed gource in Jerusalem 
told The Post later that Mr. Sisco 
was expected on July 20.)

Israeli envoy in Washingtén who 
felt it an obligation to convey his 
view of affairs directly to the 
Cabinet.”

10 MOROCCAN GENERALS, 
OFFICERS ARE EXECUTED 


RABAT (Reuter). — Four generals 
and six other ‘officers were executed 
by firing squad at a military camp 
near Rabat yesterday for attempt- 
ing to overthrow King Hassan of 
Morocco. 


They were among the ringleaders 
of last Saturday’s abortive but 
bloody coup in which at least 200 
people are mow beHeved to have 
been killed. Another general and a 
‘colonel, described as the main 
plotters, were killed in Saturday's 
fighting between the rebels and 
the ‘Moroccan army. 


The 10 men executed were taken 
to the military camp in trucks, 
handcuffed and wearing military 
uniforms. They were tied to posts 
10 metres apart, had their 
Tipped off and were shot at 11.15 
GMT. According to official sources, 


ed 


the condemned men shouted “Long 
live the King, long live Hassan” 
before the order to fire was given. 

Members of the Moroccan army, 
navy and air force who had witness- 
the execution, spat on their 
bodies. 

Three of the executed generals — 
Ahmahzoun Hammou, Khiatl Bou- 
grine and Abderrahman Habihi — 
were governors of military regions, 
of which Morocco: has six. The 
fourth general, Amehrach Mustapha, 
‘was commander of Moroccan mili- 
tary schools. 


King Hassan is now faced with 
the task of reorganizing the higher 
ranks of his armed forces, which 
have now lost eight of thelr 15 
generals in three days. Three loya- 
list generals died in last week-end's 
fighting, and the survivors are head- 


ed by 80-year-old Field Marshal 
Mohammed Mezzian al-Zahraoui. 
Five colonels executed were iden- 
tified as: Chelouati, Fenniri, Bou- 
berri, Ami and Belabsir. The tenth 
man to die was Major Manousi. 


Two generals, enjoying the full 
confidence of the king, are now 
sharing the task of restoring order 
and discipline in the armed forces. 
They are Interior Minister Mofam- 
ed Oufkir and General Driss ben 
Aomar, Minister of Posts and Acting 
Chief of Staff. 


King Hassan briefed special Arab 
envoys yesterday on the situation 
in his country. Relations with ano- 
ther Arab country, Libya, remain 
uncertain. The Libyan Embassy

They must then wait for clear- 
ance from the syndicate officials 
who, in turn, are required to notify 
their superiors, in writing, of what's 
going on, Eventually the workers 
may, or may not, get the go-ahead. 


Although these reports were con- 
firmed by various official sourcea 
in Rabat, Oufkir remained at the lu- 
tertor Ministry — apparently be- 
cause the King changed his minc. 

There was never any officia) ex- 
planation for this change, but ré- 
liable informants said the King was 
aware of opposition to his regime 
within the army and he believed that 
only Oufkir had the strength and 
authority to save hig throne. 

Oufkir, 51, is a tall, dark-akinned 
man trom the Berber tribes of South- 
ern Morocco. He is intensely proud 
of his record as an Officer of the 
French Army in the Indo-China war 
in the 1950s. He won the French 
military medal for 8 dramatic ex- 
ploit prior to Diexbienphu. 

Oufkir, then a captain, was sur- 
rounded and cut off in the jungle 
by Vietminh guerrillas. Instead οἱ 
attacking Oufkir’s company, the 
guerrillas tried to starve the French 
out. After more than a week, Oufkir 
offered to surrender. The guerrillas

Oufkir and his company escaped 
and made thelr way back to the 


French jines. 


He has been a faithful follower of 
King Hassan since the King became 
Crown Prince and for a time acted 
ag hig personal bodyguard. He is 
credited with tae police suppression 
of leftist atudent and labour riots in 
March 1965, which almost topplea 


the King.

for Steel City project 


‘THE ambitious “Steel Crty” pro- 

ject in Acre has been den- 
tified with bad management, poor 
Isbour relations, heavy iosses in 
spite of high protection, and — 
first and foremost — the prepos- 
terous idea of developing for rea- 
Sons of national and Histadrut pres- 
tige a big-size industry in ἃ small 
country unable to sugport it. Now, 
however, all of this is expected to 
change. 

Koor — the Histadrut’s indus- 
trial concern — plans to give up 
one-half of the Israeli Steel Millis" 
equity capital to a foreign inves- 
tor group, composed of expert stec! 
makers. The plant's capacity is to 
be greatly expanded. ‘New produc- 
tion techniques are to be intro- 
duced, Production is to be adjusted 
to a lower protective tariff, Labour 
relations are to be put on a new 
basis, With all that, high profit- 
ability is to be achieved. 

The plan sounds like a fairytale. 
It is expected to involve additional 
investments to the tune of IL30m., 
especially as the bulk is expected 
to be financed by davelopment loans. 
But thet something startling is 
afoot becomes apparent when the 
names of Willy Korf, Max Tanen- 
baum, and Miles Sherover come to 
the fore. 

Sherover js the founder of the 
highly successful Sivensa steel mill 


shareholder of Lake 
Steel, which has retained high pro- 
fitability inthe midst of the depres- 
sing performance .of most North 
American steel companies. Korf is 
‘one of the outstanding figures of 
world steel industry. Within a couple 
of yearsheshook the German wire- 
mesh market, was putoffbya $5m. 
compensation, turned to steel pro- 
duction, has established two mills 
in Germany, one in France, one in 
Georgetown in the U.S. and Is 


still expanding. 


Technical revolution 


As ἃ matter of fact, the new de- 
velopment at Acre must be seen 
together with the technical revolu- 
tion now golng on in the steel 
industry. Since steel ‘became the 
base of modern economy in the 
18th-century, plants have grown 
steadily in dimension, Huge blast 
furnaces, with corresponding an- 
ciliary installations and facilities, 
have been set up, involving invest- 
ments of vast amounts of capital, 
and producing huge amounts of 
metal each. In the U.S. a steel 
plant producing jess than 2m. tons 
Δ year is no longer considered 
feasible. A plant processing ‘3m. 
basic-oxygen furnaces and coke 
tons of raw steel — complete with 
ovens — may cost $170m. The in- 
tegrated mill of Bethlehem Stee! at 
Burns Harbour has cost $1,100m. 

It goes without saying that such 
an investment greatly strains the 
finances of even ἃ major com- 
pany. On the other hand, the mo- 
ment such a plant — or a couple 
of them — start to produce, the 
additional output is likely to offset 
the market balance, and to cause 
ices to slump. Because of the 
avy investment, andthe resulting 
overheads, steel plants must be 
operated continuously at a high 
Jevel, or else they plunge into the 
red. Five years ago ehem 
Steel's break-even polnt was at 
about 50 per cent of capacity. 
Today it is said to lie at about 
75 per cent. 

As a matter of fact, all the ca- 
pital invested both by the Amer- 
jean and the European steel com- 
panies in the past decade to moder- 
mise production —e.g., by intro- 
duction of continuous casting and 
automatic slabbing — thas hardly 
paid for itself, owing to great fluc- 
tuations in demand which contrast 
with high fixed charges (interest 
and depreciation). While profits of 
all U.S. industrial companies in- 
creased 50 per cent between 1965 
and 1970, those of the steel com- 
panies decreased 50 per cent All 
the same, steel production — in 
particular its crucial basic stages 
of smelting and refining the me- 
ta] -— hag remained a very laborious 
and. costly job, involving hard and 
dangerous work, and as a result 
encouraging labour militancy, 
steadily pushing up wages, notwith- 
standing falling profits. 


Dramatic change 


However, this appiles only to tra- 
ditional steel producers, employing 
conventional techniques. But there 
has been 2 dramatic development, 
pioneered by new men, ard based 
primarily on direct conversion of 
scrap and ore in electric furnaces. 
To quote a recent article in “For- 
tune”: 

“.. A&A far-reaching solution to 
the problem of capacity may lie in 
some new developments in techno- 
logy. These are giving steelmakers 
a chance to bufld less massive, 
Jess costly equipment, and they will 
have profound effects on the struc- 
ture of the industry... The wonder 
of the ultrahigh-power electric fur- 
nace is that it makes possible the 
4nstallation of melting capacity in 
small increments an@ at low capi- 
tal costs, It does not require huge 
blast furnaces and coke ovens. It 
has... had one big drawback: the 
electric furnace has been tlmited 
mainly to melting scrap steel... But 
now an exciting development pro- 
mises to free electric furnaces 


Some outstanding figures in the steel industry 
head the foreign group which is to acquire a 
half-interest in the Acre ‘Steel City. And, writes 
Economic Editor MOSHE ATER, current trends in 
the industry give them a good chance of success. 


from the shackles of the scrap 
market... The development is direct 
reduction of tron ore, a process in 
which ore is converted without melt- 
ing into metallized lumps, pellets, 
or briquettes suitable for feeding 
electric furnaces.” 


The capital. costs of the direct- 
reduction plus - electric - fur- 
mace process are about $65 per 
ton of annual capacity, as com- 
pared with $120 for blast-furnace- 
plus-basic oxygen process. To be 
sure, the lower capital cost is 
partly offset by the higher operat- 
ing cost of the electric furnace. 
‘Nevertheless, total steel cost is ex- 
pected to be reduced by between 
$20 and $40 per ton owing to one 
major advantage of the new plants: 
thelr greater flexibility. 

Electric furnace 

Steel mills using electric fur- 
maces can be viable at a capacity 
below 100,000 tons a yeur, They 
can therefore easily adjust their 
output to market fluctuations. They 
can also specialise in custom pro~- 
duets, Or in supplying iocal mar- 
ket requirements, saving transport 
costs. Also raw steel production can 
be more easily integrated with 
fabrication, which promises the 
highest profits. 


Small wonder that the new trend 
has been largely ptoneered by- peo- 
ple connected with trade in steel 
Products and scrap, among whom 
Jewish firms occupy a prominent 
position. However, Big Steet is also 
acknowledging the new develop- 
ment, and the Texas Works at Bay- 
town — the first big steel inte- 
grated plant to be built in the U.S. 
since Burns Harbour — will be based 
entirely on electricfurnaces. Some 
experts forecast that _ electric 
steel making, which already ac- 
counts for 15 per cent of the U-S. 
‘output, may climb to 50 per cent 
in another 20 years. 


Tt is against this background 
that the new scheme at our Steel 
City must be seen. The plant's cur- 
Tent capacity is about 130,000 ‘tons, 
half of which is produced from 
local scrap and the rest from im- 
ported billets, Conversion of iron ore 
(from the Menara deposits) was 
originally intended, but never ma- 
terlaized, and the equipment 
acquired to that end turned into 
dead loss. (Incidentally, electric 
furnaces were to be used for that 
process too, but that process — 
though novel 15 years ago — is 
meanwhile outdated.) The plant sup- 
ples about 80 per cent of the do- 
Mestic consumption of round iron 
and reinforcing bars produced by 
it, but is hard put to mamtain its 
share in the market not only 
against imports (despite a tariff 
which still amounts to about 30 
per cent of landed value), but also 
against small local competitors, 


Paying off losses 


Net profit before tax averaged six 
per cent of the investment in the 
past three years, and it will take 
at Jeast another year until the ac- 
cumulated loss of the past will be 
written off, and the company can 
begin to pay the arrears of cum- 
mulative dividends on its prefe- 
Tence shares, expected eventually 
to aggregate one-third of 115 share 
capital. However, with no major 
change in technology, the company's 
output must remain rether sta- 
tionary, its range of products 
limited, and its economic position 
vulnerable to say the least. 


The new pro; e envisages 
replacement of the present Siemens- 
Martin furnace by two electric 
ones plus equipment for continuous 
casting, and addition of a modern 
metallurgic jJaboratory. including a 
spectrograph, which alone makes it 
possible to carry out current con- 
trot of the reduction process, and 
of the quality of the steel cast. 
The new equipment will make pos- 
sible a triple change: use of en- 
Yiched ore briquettes as raw ma- 
terial, instead of steel scrap and 
steel billets; increase of produc- 
tive capacity; and wider range of 
products, based on better-quality 
steel. 


The plant’s production is expect- 
ed to reach 275,000 tons about 
1973, and 225,000 tons in another 
three to five years. At that time 
additional rolling equipment will 
have tobe added, andthe products 
will include also round slabs (for 
manufacturing of steel pipes) and 
special steel for armaments. Produc- 
tion cost per ton will be reduced 
over 20 per cent — involving also 
savings in foreign currency — and 
the plant's competitive position will 
be greatly enhanced. Preliminary 
estimates show that It may be pay- 
ing its way comfortably at a ta-

Peking builds hotels 


for touri. 


HONGKONG (ANS). — A large 
number of Western-style modern 
hotels are being constructed in 
many of Communist China's major 
cities, according to travellers ar- 
riving here. 

The arrivals noted that some of 
these hotels were being built in 
cities normally considered off the 
beaten track for foreign business- 
men and official delegations. 

4& number of these projects are 
being constructed in Soochow, a 
province famous for its spectacular 
scenery and beautiful women 
but which ts relatively insignificant 
for either commerce or industry. 

These reports follow news 
brought to Hongkong by foreign 
diplomats last month that places of 
historic and cultural interest were 
being given a face-lift, Squads of 
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St influx 


workers armed with brushes end 
buckets of paint had been observ- 
ed working on T'len An Mien 
Square, the Forbidden City and 
other “tourist” attractions in and 
near Peking. ᾿ ; 

There have been indications re- 
cently that Communist China would 
permit a tightly-controlled flow of 
tourists into the country in addition 
to the current steady stream of 
businessmen and official delegations. 

China Travel Service officials 
here say they have not yet re- 
ceived new instructions on a change: 
in tourist policy and all permits 
for entry into the country are still 
being issued from Peking. Inform- 
ed sources say, however, that China 
will probably allow the first trickle 
of tourists into the country early 
next year. 


. Max Ratner, here on his 58rd vi- 
sit, has been in the building busi- 
ness in the U.S. for 50 years.

put on. With liquid concrete — deli- 
vered from the factory—a four- 
inch Iayer is poured on top of the 
iid, increasing the thickness to 
seven inches, concrete also tlow- 
ing into the hollow walls, clamp- 
ing the necona layer to the box 
underneath making’ lt strong 
enough to support the rs above. 
“You can have as many as 15 
stories,” says Ratner. His prototype 
building projects are going up in 
Sacramento, Indianapolis and in 
Mickigen. They will be completed 
this year. 

Far too low 

“A. 68 aqim. home will cost $12,000 
in a six-storey apartment building, 
but it should be cheaper in Israel 
because your labour costs are less. 
‘We expect to complete a high-rise 
building in two months with the 
new method. Your construction 
speed here is far too slow.” 

Total assets of enterprises con- 
trolled by Forest City are over 
$160m. and annual reyenue over 
$100m. Among them are shops 
that sell only products for home 
and garden improvement. The shop 
staffs act as advisers τὸ customers 
in do-it-yourself techniques at even- 
ing “clinics” held at store class- 


rooms,

iw is customary to take the South 
African Jewish communal or- 
ganization as exemplary in contrast, 
say, to the U.S. community which 
has been characterized as organiz- 
ed disorder. It is of interest, there- 
fore, to read the thoughtful de- 
scription of South African commu- 
nal o: tion by Steve E. Asch- 
heim which has appeared in the 
“Jewish Journal of Sociology” (pub- 
lished by the World Jewish Con- 
gress}. 

The community is organized in 
four levels: countrywide, provincial, 
urban-local and rural-local. There 
are several key countrywide in- 
stitutions. The first is the Board 
of Deputies which acts as the 


man for the community. on matters cipal 


of Jewish interest. It is concernea 
with combating anti-Semitism, fos- 
tering group relations, and coordi- 
nating Jewish communal activities. 
Tt has no legal status but by con- 
sensus has been accepted as the 
authorized spokesman. Originally 
modelled on the British pattern, it 
has diversified its functions. For 
example, it: has a welfare depart- 
ment, promotes adult education pro- 
grammes, publishes a journal of 
considerable literary merit, provides 
religious and educational services 
to small communities, maintains on 
‘er archive and Hbrary, fosters research 
inte South African Jewish history, 
and more recently has begun to 
promote programmes for Jewish 
youth and university students. 

Non-political body 

The Board relates to the comr.u- 
nity through its constituent orga- 
nizations. About 330 organizations 
are affillated, the whole 
gamut of Jewish institutional life. 
Apart from its central council, 
there are also provincial councils 
for administering regional affairs. 
Before World War IZ there were 
conflicts within the Board with left- 
wing elements. Today such conflicts 
are virtually non-existent, reflecting 
the political homogenization of South 
African society, to which the Jew- 
ish community ‘is under great pres- 
sure to conform. Before the Na- 
tionalist Party came to power ἰπ 
1948, the Board was prepared to 
condemn its policies, but subsequent- 
ly it has reiterated that it is a 
non-political body with πὸ opinions 
on party issues or race policies. 
Aschelm notes that whereas com- 
munities seldom risk persecution, 
the change in the Board illustrates 
the kind of forees determining the 
quality of Jewish life and the way 
issues affecting the larger South 
African’ society have been tacitly 
dropped fromthe communal agenda. 
The consequence is that the con- 
cerns of the Board have become 
more inward-centred. 

The second major body is the 
South African Zionist Federation, 
and the impact of Zionism tas 
been (and continues to be) greater 


than in any other English-speaking 


jistan oar Sa This has been explain- 
ed on various . grounds. resulting 
ae era both the insecure general 
situation (Zion is very concretely a 
reserve homeland) and from the 
strong identity resulting from the 
multi-ethnic society which en- 
courages separate group identity.

Opinions have 
polarized but the non-party party 
has not been strong enough to 
eliminate the traditional structure. 


Education board 

A third national body is tne 
South African Board of Jewish Edu- 
cation. An autonomous body, it was 
founded by ἃ small, determined 
minority who for years had to 
fight communal apathy and finan- 
cial difficulties, But gradually the 
effective lobbying of its leadership 
changed communal outlooks on the 

of education in communal 
life. There is now a separate edu- 
cation fund-raising campaign and the 
Board has made important ad- 
vances in its work. It has created 
8. new atmosphere in Hebrew edu- 
cation; it has helped to create u 
network of educational services 
from nursery schools to teachers 
training institutions. Fifteen day 
schools with over | 6,000 pupiix 
have been established. In additicn 
to all these both the Orthodox and 
Progressive (Reform) bodies have 
their own autonomous educational 
institutions (their autonomy has 
been @ subject of debate). 

When it comes to fund-raising, 
Aschheim finds it ironic that where- 
as the “pluralistic” U.S. structure 
has evolved a centralized financlai 
framework, “centralized” South 
Africa has only a limited degree 
of coordinated finance. The main 
unit here is the United Communual 
Fund which conducts an appeul 
every two years (alternating with 
the main Zionist appeal). It has 
16 beneficiaries but the major part 
of its fumds go to the Board cf 
Deputies and it does not raise suf- 
ficient money to meet the budgets 
of its beneficiaries. There has beer 
much communal debate over great- 
er coordination in communal fund- 
raising, with proponents of more 
centralization being opposed by those 
who feel that a Federation system 
would lower the overall contribu- 
tion. 

Religious strength

the authority stems more from the 
character of the Chief Rabbi than 
from the authority of the office. 
In the local communities there are 
a few rabbis who exercise a strong 
Influence but the preserve of the 
rabbi is restricted and the lay 
leadership endeavours to impose re- 
straint on their public utterances. 
The looseness of the Orthodox 
structure is compounded by the 
fact that the Cape Province has a 55- 
parate and autonomous Union of 
Orthodox Hebrew Congregations with 
its own Chief Rabbi. 

The Union for Progressive Juda- 
ism coordinates the ten Reforn 
congregations whose adherents con- 
stitute, it is estimated, 10 per ceut 
of South African Jewry. The emer- 
gence of the Reform movement 
(since 1933) opened up the tevit- 
able debate and friction but com- 
munity solidarity in all matters 
concerning survival remained para- 
mount and the danger of a ¢on- 
munity split was not serious. 

The only sub-community that can- 
not be considered part of the South 
African Jewish polity is the ultra- 
Orthodox Adas Yishurun (there is 
no local equivalent of the Amer- 
ican Council for Judaism or break- 
away Bundists). This small group 
is strictly separatist and affiliated 
to.no countrywide organization.

Abu Nimr jailed for life 


GAZA. — The one-time comman- 
der of the Strip's most active ter- 
rorist οἱ ion, Mahmud Mussa 
(“Abu Nimr”’) Yassin, 30, was yes- 
terday sentenced tc six times life 
imprisonment at hard Jabour and a 
total of 140 more years by a mili- 
tary .court here. : 

Abu’ Nimr (‘Father of the Ti- 
ger”) .was quiet and subdued in 
A ee prison uniform. He pleaded 
guilty to the, tong list, of . charges 
read out by the president of ‘the 
court.and never raised his voice. 

The former tiger was convicted 
of ,belonging to and commanding 
the Popular Front for the Libera- 
tion of’ Palestine in the Gaza Strip 
from June. 1969, until January 
1972. He was further convicted of 
possession of three separate arse- 
nals of arms and explosives and of 
a long string of Killings and other 
crimes, ts ξ 

Among the list of offences on the 
charge sheet were the cold-blooded 
murder of two local women, two 
Ysrael Beduin and two Gaza police- 
men. : ᾿ 
‘The military prosecutor, Segex 
Aharon Levi, in his summation, n0- 
ted that Abu Nimr had joined the 
Palestine Liberation Army in 1965, 
but spent most of his tour of duty 
in jail for desertion. In 1967 he 
went to Egypt, joined a group cal- 
ted the Palestine Pioneers, and, 
after receiving training as ἃ guer- 
villa, was sent to Jordan. There he 
joined the P.F.L.P. In August 1969 
Abu Nimr returned to the Gazn 
Strip through the family reunion 
scheme. 

‘The president of the three-man 
bench, Rav-Seren Avraham Pachter, 
in passing sentence, said that the 
court could not pass the death sen- 
tence on Abu Nimr since Pachter 
was the only jurist on the bench. 
‘The other two military judges 
were laymen.) 

Abu Ninir was defended by Mr 
Ahmed Abu Warda. who was ap- 
pointed hy the court. He claimed 
his client had “done what he did 
fur his country. and he does not ask

Monumental stairs which, 19 cen- 
turies ago, led up to Jerusalem's 
Temple Mount from the direction 
of the City of David, have been un- 
covered by Prof. Binyamin Mazar's 
archaeological team. 

They are beHeved by Prof. Mazar 
to be part of the magnificent re- 
construction of the Temple. Mount 
precincts carried out by Herod at 
the end of the first century B.C.E. 

They lead up to one of the two 
-Hulda Gates” which were cut into 
the Southern Wall of Herod's Temple 
Mount enclosure. These gates served 
pilgrims going up to the Temple. 
Their location is today demarcated 
by the “Double” and “Triple” Gates, 
which are 80 metres apart and both 
of which are sealed. : 

If the staircase, so far uncovered 
to a width of 30 metres, was de 
signed as an unbroken stretch. to 
serve both gates, it will eventually 
be found to be about 120 metres 
wide, said Prof. Mazar, 

The find came as archaeologists, 
after three-and-a-half years of work, 
extended the area of the dig to a 
site they believe is the location of 
the Biblical Ophel which lnked 
David's 10th-century BCE. city

Soccer inquiry told of threats, 
tax-free salaries, transfer fees

An “atmosphere of threats" per- 
vades National League foothall, the 
former Israel captain and now top- 
rank trainer Yitzhak Shneur dec- 
jared yesterday in his evidence to 
the Etzioni Committee investigating 
the state of football in Israel. 

Shneur told the three-man coni- 
mittee that George Borba, a star 
of Tel Aviv Hapoel, the team he 
trained last season, had received an 
anonymous telephone call befor: 
the match against Bnei Yehuda 
warning: “watch out for your son's 
health.” 

Tel Aviv Hapoel lost the match 
1:0 and their erstwhile trainer 
(Shneur has now left the club} toia 
the committee he was sure the team 
had played below their best form. 
He refused, however, to surmise 
why they had “thrown sway” the 
match — whether because of 
threats, or for money, or because 
they sympathised with Bnei Yehu- 
da who were in danger of relega- 
don. 

He denied a rumour which had 
appeared in the press that the team 
had deliberately been fed cholent 
Shortly before the kick-off, which 
would have grievously impaired 
their performance. 

Shneur admitted that something 
is rotten in the state of Israel foot- 
ball He ascribed much of the blame 
to the structure of the Football As- 
sociation — which comprises dele- 
gates from Maccabi, Hapoel and Be- 
tar, each interested that as many 
of their own teams as possible play 
in the Rational League and are not 


Pressed by Justice Etzioni to 
state specifically how this set-up 
worked to the detriment of football, 
Shneur refused, saying: “I hav2 
reached the limit of my ability to 
speak.” This drew the comment 
from committee member Moshe Ben- 
Ze'ev that he could not imagine “an 
English football trainer and ex-star 
of comparable standard making 
such a statement to a committee 
whose sole purpose is to recommend 
improvements in the state of foot- 
ball in the country." 


SWIFT PUNISHMENT 

Asked to suggest a solution to 
football's malaise, Shneur said that 
a Government ministry should be 
set up to control the game. Discip- 
Mnary action for illegal conduct 
should be stern and swift — as in 
Germany where a team which was 
found to have “sold” a game was 
relegated within three days. 

First to give evidence at yes- 
terday’s seeslon was David Primo, 
Tel Aviv Hapoel and Israel centre- 
half. He had not played In the sus- 
pect match against Bnei Yehuda, 
as he was injured, and thus claimed 
no knowledge whatever of any 
threats or bribes. (A private detec- 
tive agency claims to have evidence 
that both these methods of persuasion 
were employed on this occasion.) 

Primo was more heipful when 
asked by Justice Etzioni on what 
terms he played. “I ger a few 
pounds,” he said. Asked how much 


exactly? He replied: “IL600 a 
month.” He did not pay tax on this 
sum, he added. 


In another exchange, Primo said 
he had heard that “Mottele” earns 
13,500 from his club, Netanya 
Maccabi. Justice Etzioni asked: “bo 
you mean Mordechai Spiegler?" 
“How many Motteles are there,” 
Teplied Primo tartly, to the guffaws 
of a court-room full of avid young 
anK. 

Primo'’s remedy fcr Israeli foot- 
ball was the introduction of profes- 
sionalism, and in this he met with 
the umconcealed support of one 
Member of the committee — Yitz- 
hak Zivav, President of the Far- 
mers’ Federation. 

Another impassioned plea for 
ahove-the-table professionalism in- 
stead of under-the-table shamateu- 
tism, came from Jerusalem lawyer 
Reuven Rivlin, Chairman of th- 
Board of Jerusalem Betar. 

He cited a string of facts whic, 
he said, proved that in fact Israel 
football is now professional: 

e clubs sell players for lerge sums. 

It ia common knowledge that the 
players too must be offered a cash 
inducement to affix their signature 
to the transaction. He himself had 
recently bought Israel international 
goul-keeper Soriano from Netanya 
Maccabi for 117,500, and had in- 
duced Soriano by agreeing to give 
him IL1,000 a month salary plus 
a rented flat. ᾿ 
Ὁ players earn some 17,13 for each 

training session. 

e clubs pay an IL80 bonus for a 
win, and IL40 for a draw. 
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e clubs treat their players to trips 
abroad. For example, Mr. Rivlin 

said, Jerusalem Hapoel and Betar 

took: their teams to the World Cup 

in Mexico. 

e@ the Footbali Association main- 
tains a “pensions fund” for play- 

ers, to which players, clubs and the 


-Association contribute equally. 


e “contract players” (i.e. players 
who are bought, such as Soriano, 
as opposed to indigenous players) 
are paid monthly salaries, often ex- 
ceeding IL1,000. Good indigenous 
players can also work out similar 
“deals” with their club, Mr. Rivlin 
added. 
« the Football Association itself 
manages, by devious means, to 
pay internationals for each appear- 
ance with the Israel side. 
Φ clubs grant players loans on easy 
terms, and these often turn ints 
gifts. 
e Mordechai Spiegler received at 
least IL35,000, and some put the 
true figure at I1.100,000 — osten- 
sibly from 2 British philanthropis* 
— to remain in Israel and not take 
up a professional offer from Nantes. 


« following this, the Football As- 

sociation agreed to pay Giora 
Splegel IL.20,000 ta induce him, too, 
to remain in Israel. 


Mr. Rivlin gave the committee 
a detailed account of his annual ba- 
lance sheet: — IL126,000 went on 
salaries to players and trainer (the 
trainer receives IL1,000 a month 
net). His club, he said, made all 
payments by cheque, thus openly 
defying the rules of the Football 
Association banning professionalism. 


He accused Jerusalem Hapoel of 
“fiddling its books" to conceal the 
similar payments which it made to 
its players. He said that Hapoel 
teams are forced to resort to under- 
the-table cash payments because uf 
the hypocritical stand of the Ha- 
poel organization:‘on shamateurism. 

A tape purporting to record twa 
Ramat Amidar (League A) players 
discussing the fact that they had 
“sold” eight games last season was 
presented in evidence by “Hadashot 
Sport.”

Chief Rabbinate election 


‘The Ministerial Committee on 
Legislation, headed by Justice Min- 
ister Y.S. Shapiro, which wag charg- 
ed on Sunday with submitting a 
Chief Rabbinste Elections Bill, 
completed its work yesterday. 

It recommends in, an overall 
outline draft, which feaves details 
for later decision, that 1) there be 
two Chief Rabbis, one Sephardi, 
bearing the title “Rishon Le-Zion,” 
and one Ashkenazi (Defence Min- 
ister Dayan’s proposal to end this 
duality, and Tourism Minister Moshe 
Kol's suggestion of an age limit 
were both rejected; 2) the Rabbinic 
Council include the chief rabbis: of 
Jerusalem, Te! Aviv and Haifa, plus 
10 elected rabbis — five Sephardi 
and five Ashkenazi 


The Chief Rabbis and Council 
Members are to be elected by an 
electoral college, whose composition, 
qualifications, terms of reference 
and tenure are to be determined by 
the ‘Minister for Religidus Affairs 
and approved by the Knesset In- 
terior Committee. 


In view of the fact that the 
terms of the incumbent Chief 
Rabbis expire on August 2; 1971, 
and since it will not be possible to 
hold elections before the end of 
this year, the committee also ap- 
proved a bill extending the present 
Chief Rabbis’ terms of office until 
January @1, 1972. 

The two proposals will come be- 
fore the Cabinet at Is next session 
.on Sunday.

Western Wall, Prof. Mezar said 
the “royal bridge” theory long 
held by scholars would have to be 
discarded. No evidence was found 
of a bridge link between Robin- 
son’s Arch and the Upper City 
(Jewish Quarter). Instead, a se- 
ries of vaults was found, of gra- 
duated height. which indicate that 
8 staircase led up. to Eobinson’s 
Arch from the Tyropean Valley 
below. 

Reconstruction of the staircase, 
similar to constructions in other 
parts of the Roman world, was 
carried out by the expedition’s ar- 
chitect, Brian Lalor. 

Three hundred ang fifty volun- 
teers, mainly from overseas, are 
now working at the Temple Mount 
site, In addition to the 10-member 
professional staf and 50 permanent 
workmen.
